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GET AND TREAT 1951 SEED, 
SAY FARM EXPERTS 


The 1951 harvest season, the most 
unfavorable for production of seed 
| in the history of western agriculture 
| has prompted agriculture ministers 
|}of the three prairie provinces to 
warn farmers to take immediate 
steps to make sure of seed supplies 
for the spring. 

While there may be substantial 
supplies of good seed available, in 
many districts it may be necessary 
| for a farmer to use grain that has 
| been threshed damp as a_ portion 
of his seed supply. 

Under the unusual conditions ag- 
riculture authorities are stressing 
the importance of seed having sat- 
isfactory germination. Treatment of 
seed with one of the mercurial fun- 
gicides to preserve the germinating 
plant from root rotting organisms 
in early stages of growth is recom- 
mended. 

The repeated wet and half dry 
conditions last fall which caused 
grain to swell has affected” the 
period of dormancy normally re- 
quired by a small grain kernel for 
its peak of germination, Tests have 
shown a wide range of difference 
in percentage of germination of dif- 
ferent samples of the same grade of 
weathered wheat. 

Some of the hazards may be 
avoided by treatment of seed sup- 
plies with mercuric fungicide, Bene 
ficial results of this have been dem. 
onstrated in 1951 trial tests of Ley- 
tosan (Canada) Limited on its ex- 
perimental farm at Birtle, Man. 

The tests were made by R. B. 
Dickinson, farm manager, and the 
treatinent was in a number of cases 
applied to inferior grades of grain. 

The wheat used by Mr. Dickinson 
for seed yraded Tough Smutty No. 
3 Northern, just over the line into
